on Gettysburg Field to Regulars 


Who Battled There. 


Peculiar Mix-Up Between 
Grocery and Farmer Wag- 
ons and Unknown Car. 


.'^Gettsburg, Pa.,; May 3.1.—President' 
'Tatt delivering the principal'speech at

I granite": monument, erected by "congress' 


to the' memory of the regular army, 
wlfo tell in the three days' fighting that 


".turned back "the rising tide'of the con- 
federacy, paid a tribute .to the regular 
army and declared the necessity of 
maintaining always a standing army 
of appreciable 'Size 'to serve as the 
nucleus for a greater armed force • in 


|; time of need. The president asserted 


that the present standing army is 
barely commensurate with the increase 
in population of the country "from the 


• early days of the .republic and should 
by n'o meaps be decreased.1 


Arriving here this morning shortly 


-before "10 o'clock from Pittsburg,- the 
president was joined by his daughter. 
Miss Helen H. Taft.who pulled the silk- 
en cord releasing ttie'flags'draped about 
the monument. The day was'ideal. • 


Arrival of the President. 


President Ta.ft arrived here . shortly 


after. 10 o'clock after, an all night ride 
from Pittsburg. 
A great crowd sur- 


rounded the station.- The presidential 
parts: was met by Col. John P. Nichpl- 
Son, Major. Charles A. Richardson and 
General L: L. Lomax the members of 
the' Gettysburg national "park commis- 
sion. 
President Taft, his p_arty- and 


the local reception committee entered; 
automobiles for a trip" over the battle-' 
field. Following the. visit to all his- 
•tqric points the president returned to 
his. car .for luncheon, and at 2 'p. m. 
.he took his place at the head of 'the 
militarp parade ' which formed in the 
town and' proceeded to the "Bloody 
Angle"' on,-Celery"ridge. 


Ceremonies at Monument. 


complaints registered in the Declara- 
tion of Independence. It lias1 always 
;been-easy;;tp-;a'^'ajten,,pi;e]jj'fil"c.e' ..'against 
'the .possible--'aggression of a 'regular 
army.and a professional soldiery and 
correspondingly, -difficult 
'to. -create 


among the people.that love and pride 
in- the 'army which we flnd today and 
frequently in the history of the coun- 
try aroused. on behalf of. the navy. 
This has led to a varied and change- 
able policy in respect to the regular 
army. 


Reduced to Almost Nothing. 


"At times it has been reduced to al- 


most' nothing. In- 17S4 there were but 
eighty men' who constituted- the regu- 
lar army of the United States and of 
these" battery T, of the Fourth artil- 
lery were-fifty-five of them; but gen- 
erally the absolute necessities in the 
defense of country against the small 
wars, which embrace so large a part of 
our, history, have induced the mainte- 
nance of a regular force, small to be 
.•sure but one so well'trained and-ef- 
fective -as always to reflect credit up- 
. on the nation. 


"In the war of 1S12 had we. had a 


..regular army o£ ten thousand men, 
trained as such an'army would have 
been, we should-have been spared the 
.humiliation of the numerous levies of 
untrained troops and" the enormous 
expense-of raisins'an army on paper 
of 400.000 or 500,000 men because with 
an effictive force' of 10,000 men we 
might have promptly captured Canada 
and ended the war. 


"The service rendered by the regu- 


lar army in th.e Mexican war was far 
greater in proportion than that which 
j i t rendered-in the civil war and the 


The ..peremonies at the monument I success which attended the campaigns 


were opened by the playing of-"Amer- 
ica" by the Thirteenth Coast, Artillery 
band, followed by prayer by Chaplain 
H. H. Chouinard, Fifth United States 
infantry. 
President Taft ..then deliv- 


ered the oration. . Immediately, after 
the .address of 
the 
president, his 


daughter. Miss .Helen H. ''Taft, "un- 
veiled the monument.- 


The address transferring the monu- 


ment from the national government.to 
the Gettysburg national park "commis- 
sion was'"delivered ' by Secretary of 
War. Dickinson and the acceptance 
was made by Col. Nicholspn," chair- 
man of the commission who also de- 
livered an address. 
'- Laurel wreaths were placed 'at the 
base of the monument by the oldest 
surviving regimental or battery com- 
mander present, after which taps was 
sounded by the trumpeters. Following 
the conclusion of the dedication cere- 
monies, the president reviewed ih» 
troops. 


Miss Helen Taft and other ladies in 


the president's 
party were 
enter- 


tained by Miss Lomax. the daughter of 
General Lomax, the confederate mem- 
ber of. the Gettysburg national park 
commission. 


The president left for Washington 


at 3:45 n: m. 


President Taft's Address. 


President 
Taft's address at the 


mon-ument was as follows: 


"We are gathered at this historic 


spot today to dedicate a monument ;o 
the memory of the officers and the en- 
listed men of the regular army who 
gave un their lives for their country 
in the three-days' battle.' It is but a 
tardy recognition of the nation's debt 
to its brave defenders whose alle- 
giance was purely to the nation, with- 
out local color or strengthening 
of 


state or municipal pride. 


"The danger or a standing army, en- 


tertained by our.ancestors is seen in 
the constitutional restrictions ar.a the 


of Taylor and of Scott were largely 
due to that body of men. 


What Our Little Army Did. 


"To the. little army of 25,000 men 


:hat survived the civil war, we owe 
;ho opening up of the entire western 
country. ' The harships and the trials 
of frontier Indian campaigns, which 
made possible the construction of the 
Pacific railroads have never been fullj 
recognized -by our people. 
And the 


bravery and courage and economy 01 
force compared with the task perform- 
ed shown by our regular troops have 
never been adequately commemoratec 
by songs or the nation. 


"Today as a result of the Spanish 


war. the added responsibilities of our 
new dependencies In the Philippines 
Porto Rico and, for some time In Cuba 
together with a sense of the import- 
ance of our position as a world power 
have led to the! increase in our regular 
army to a larger force than ever before 
in the history of. the country, but no 
larger in proportion to the increase< 
population and wealth than in th< 
early years of the republic. It should 
not be reduced.

Highly Technical. Profession. 


"The. profession of :arir.s has alway: 


been an honorable one and under con 
ditlons of modern warfare, it has be 
come highly technical and requires 
years of experience and study to adap 
the officers and men to its require 
ments. 
The sreneral purpose of th

5s a plan or purpose, is to have such 
nucleus as a regular army that it m.i, 
furnish a skeleton for rapid enlarge 
ment in times of war to a force ten o 
twenty times it? ?ize nnrl at the s 
time be an appropriate instrument fo 
accomplishing the purpose of the gov 
ernment in crises likely to arise, othe 
than a war.

Alternating in sunshine and shadow, 


the early portion of the day gave an 
uncertain promise as to weather, but 
arrangements were, made to carry out 
the program fully, with the addresses 
under roof if rain should come during 
the afternoon. There was practically 
an entire cessation of business for the 
day. 
All the manufacturing institu- 


tions, 'all the wholesale 
houses and 


practically all the retail concerns re- 
mained closed. Few of 
the 
public 


buildings were open at all, the post- 
office remained' open only, until' 10 
o'clock, carriers made but one delivery 
of mail and the rural carriers did not 
start out upon their trips. 


Strew Graves With Flowers. 


Early today committees of veterans 


appointed' for the purpose visited all 
the cemeteries in the vicinity of the

The Monument. 


Tho monument is one of tho most 


Interesting, dignified and conspicuous 
memorials on the famous battlefield. 
It is situated on Hancock avenue a 
little south of the Bloody Anglo where 
Pickctt's fearless men struck tho union 
line with such disastrous results to the 
Invading army. 
The 
memorial is a 


shaft 85 feet high from the ground and 
Is made of light color granite from the 


Andersonvllle, Ca.. May 31.—Within 


sight of the monument unveiled less 
than three weeks ago to the memory 
of Captain Henry Wirz. commander of 
Andersonvllle prison, the graves of the 
13.722 union soldiers, who gave up 
their lives in that prison, were today 
strewn with beautiful flowers plucked 
from the soil of Georgia and fitting 
tributes were paid to their memories.

14% feet square and 17 feet high and 
is surrounded by a beautiful granite 
terrace 43V4 feet square with a two- 
foot high fence or wall. Four entrances 
each 14 feet wide with three granite 
steps lead to tho base of the monu- 
ment. On each side of tho second 
plinth, which Is i2& feet high, is an 
eagle cut solidly on tho face of the 
plinth. Each eagle Is four feet high 
and all are said to be the finest mod- 
elled eagles ever cut In granite or cast 
in bronze in America. Upon the sec- 
ond plinth rests the plain shaft, which 
Is 53 feet tall. 


On each aide of the plinth is a large 


bronze panel, said to be tho largest 
and finest memorial tablets ever cast 
In the United States or any 
other 


country. 


The Inscriptions. 


The tablet facing- the east contains 


the following Inscription: 


"Erected by the Congress to Com-

RATS COME HIGH; MUST HAVE'EM 


Costs American People .$100,000,000 


"Yearly In Grain Alone. 


Washington, May 31.—It costs the 


American people $100,000,000 yearly In 
grain alone to feed the rat. This is 
only one of many interesting' fact's 
gleaned from a statement prepared by 
tha experts of the biological survey of 
the department of agriculture entitled, 
"The Rat Problem," and Issued today. 


Untold millions are destroyed every 


year by the rat, which is also the prin- 
cipal agent In 
the 
dissemination o£ 


bubonic plague. 
The pests' bill ot 


faro includes almost everything eaten 
by man, and a considerable number of 
things not'included in human dietaries, 
as, for Instance, carrion; mice, kid 
gloves, ivory and living horses' hoofs. 
Its most common food Is grain. If fed 
on grain alone it Is estimated that one 
rat will eat 60 cents' worth a year, 
while of oatmeal It will consume J1.80 
worth. 


The rapidity with which rats multi- 


ply is the main reason why man ap- 
pears to inako so little headway In 
their destruction. It is calculated that 
a single pair of rats and their progeny, 
breeding without interruption and suf- 
fering no losses, would In three years 
increase to more than 20,000,000.

All the nameless immoralities of the 
shameless business are augmented, ag- 
gravated and made Infinitely worse by 
the fact that intoxicants are sold to 
males and females whose orgies sober 
would be in all conscience shocking 
enough, but drunk transcend anything 
a decent mind can conceive.

TRAIN JUST MISSES HERO. 


He Saves Woman and One Child, but 


Can't Rescue Other. 


Wiikesbarre. Pa.. May 31.—At the 


risk of his life, William Groak. a clerk 
at the Lehigli Valley railroad station 
at Plttston, saved a woman and child 
from death, and almost saved a second 
child, who was killed. 


Groak had the narrowest of escapes 


from death. A woman and two chil- 
dren were walking along the tracks, 
when a fast passenger train rounded a 
curve. The whistle shrieked a warn- 
ing to them, and, frightened and con- 
fused, they stepped oft the track and 
then back again, thinking evidently 
that the train was upon the opposite 
track. 


Groak leaped from the platform of 


the freight station, seized the woman 
and one child and pushed them from 
the track. 


The other child was running down 


the track. 
Groak sprang after her, 


seized her dress, and sprang as the lo 
comotive was a few inches from him. 
He fell headlong, but the child was 
struck by the cylinder of the engine 
and her neck was broken.

"Perfectly sincerely, the early promoters' urged the great value that-existed,

Investors were, perfectly ready to believe that these glowing but exagger-; 


ated accounts of the promoters were true, and the securities of public service cor- 
porations sold at prices unwarranted .by the earnings of the time, but seemingly) 
warranted when account was taken of the 'unearned increment' that .was to come- 
in future years.

"The public, of course, saw the ^values of these securties rise, and saw; 


large amounts of money made by those who owned rights before the investing 
public began to-attribute great value to them, and who were able to sell to this in-.

"It was simply the beliefs of the early promoters and the investing public 


that were taken up by the public at large, and they felt that the increase in value 
was far greater than the investors in these enterprises were entitled to. 


"This is the stage we have been in, and those of us who are managing the 


business of the public service corporations are beginning to realize that these 
rights are not so valuable as they appeared to be, and that we were all too optimis- 
tic in the earlier days.

"We realize that in almost every case there is in the business no more than a. 


fair return on the capital that must be invested and that during this past year- 
the business could not be made to yield a sufficient amount to attract capital. 


"We have passed the worst of the agitation, because the public are going to 


see, as we see now, the full truth about these .enterprises, and it seems to us that 
the most useful'work we can do is in bringing out the facts that in a thorough 
and patient way make the public gradually appreciate the truth. 


"In the heat of the agitation we were inclined to feel that the public did not 


want the truth, but were in a cpnfiscatory mood, but there are none of us prob- 
ably who at bottom feels otherwise than that fair play in the end is perfectly, se- 
cure."
